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This beach is noticeable for sea-weeds 
and mosses carried on land by the tide. 
These creations of the deep are of the 
most diverse forms and shapes. In the 
deep, as under the eye of the sun, nature 
exhausts her ingenuity in the produc- 
tion of all shapes, forms and colors. One 
of these sea- weeds is most remarkable 
perhaps. It consists of interlaced roots 
in a hollow bundle, four to six inches in 
diameter, grasping together as its base 
earth, shells and rock at the Ixittom of 
the sea. From this bundle of roots a 
number of round, hollow strings grow, 
one-third of an inch in diameter, with 
oval wind-bags of the same texture at 
intervals, so that they can swim in the 
water. These wind-bags have fins like 
a fish, and from these fins new roots grow 
to l»ecome parents plants in their turn. 
The texture of the whole plant is of 
wood filers and brown gelatinous matter, 
like brown india-rubber. As the plant 
dries in the sun, thousands of little in- 
sects grow out of it and populate the 
sand, leaving the dried-up wooden fibers 
to show the skeleton of the plant. Here 
is a beginning of animal life on earth 
right before yeur eyes, although insects 
only. Why do Darwin and Haeckel not 
mention this? It is worth a naturalist's 
time to go tc Santa Cruz and subject this 
sea-weed to a careful analysis. I will 
bring specimens of it to the Cincinnati 
university. The plant has various 
shapes and grows to different sizes. I 
have a specimen which looks like a 
leather whip, hlaiT elastic, and interfi- 
bered,— Editorial Cor. of the American 
hraelitf.

The cottonwood not only furnishes good 
fuel in a short time, but makes a shade 
tree unsurpassed for cattle. 



J.adi.s and Gentlemen : In view of 
tlii- admirable success, it is meet that I 
should try to express to you our hearty 
thanks for the large share which your 
encouraging applause has had in pro- 
ducing this success. This office I take 
upon me with great pleasure. This is 
a very remarkable play. You may not 
have noticed it, but I assure you it is so. 
The construction of thisjplay was a work 
of great labor and research; also of ge- 
nius and invention and plagiarism. When 
the authors of this play began their 
•ajork they were resolved that it should 
not lack blood-curdling disasters, acci- 
dents and calamities, for these things al- 
ways help out a play. But we wanted 
them to be new ones, brilliant, unhack- 
neyed. In a lucky moment we hit upon 
the breaking down of a stage coach as 
lieing something perfectly fresh and ap- 
palling. It seemed a stroke of genius — 
an inspiration. We were charmed with it 
so we naturally overdid it a little. Con- 
quently, when the play was first com- 
pleted, we found we had that stage break 
down seven times in the first act. 
We saw that that wouldn't do, the piece 
was going to be too stagey. (I didn't 
notice that; that is very g*>od.) Yes, 
the critics and everybody would say this 
sort of thing argued poverty of inven- 
tion. And (confidentially) it did resem- 
ble that, ho of course we set to work and 
put some limitations upon that accident; 
and we threw a little variety into the 
style of it, too. Originally the stage 
coach came in about every seven min- 
utes, and broke down at the foot-lights, 
and spilled the passengers down among 
the musicians. But we fixed all that. 
At present the stage coach only breaks 
down once, and the horses of another 
carriage run away once. We could have 
left out one or two of these, but we had 
the horses and vehicles on our hands and 
we couldn't afford to throw them away on 
a mere quibble. I am making this ex- 
planation in the hope that it will recon- 
cile you to the repetition of that accident. 
This play is more didactic than other- 
wise. For the instruction of the young 
we have introduced a game of poker in 
the first act. The game of poker is all 
too little understood in the higher cir- 
cles of this country. Here and there 
you find an embassador that has some 
<pea of the game; but you take the gen- 
eral average of the nation and our igno- 
rance ought to make us blush. Why, I 
have even known a clergyman, estimable, 
pure-hearted man, and most excellent 
husband and father, who didn't value an 
ace full above two pair and a jack. Such 
ignorance as this is brutalizing. Who- 
ever sees Mr. Parsloe in this piece sees 
as good and consistent a Chinaman as he 
could see in San Francisco. I think his 
portrayal of the character reaches per- 
fection. The whole purpose of the piece 
is to afford an opportunity for the illus- 
tration of this character. The Chinaman 
is going to become a frequent spectacle 
all over America, by and by. and a 
difficult political problem too. There- 
fore, it seems well enough to let the

over 500,000 men in the Cnited States 
are really unemployed. — I'ittshunj leader

At the base of the peninsula which di- 
vides Lake Superior into lobes, is al>eau- 
ti f ill lake with an outlet to the east. 
Ihe natural water-way stretches beyond 
Houghton, with its copjier mines on the 
hillsides, and almost cuts a channel 
tmrough the north shore of tbat lake, 
tF/- neck of land being only two and a 
half miles wide. As early as 1864 a cor- 
jwration was formed for the construction 
«»f a shipcanal across this narrow isthmus. 
Work was begun during the next 
year, but progress was very slow. A cut 
•Sou feet wide and fifteen feet deep was 
t<* l»e made across a swamp, where a far- 
est of heavy growth had once been up- 
turned by a great storm, and the surf on 
the shore rendered necessary the con- 
struction of a strong break-water. Work 
went on ; the capital stock was increased 
again and again ; immense land grants 
were made by the state legislature and 
by congress, and the property was mort- 
gaged and remortgaged; and in 1872, 
seven years after the construction of the 
work was begun, the canal was still un- 
finished, and the mortgages aggregated 
83,300,000 at 10 per cent, interest. Fore- 
closure, litigation and bankruptcy pro- 
ceedings followed, and a sale was finally 
ordered at Houghton, the highest bid 
being $S,5fK). As the liens amounted to 
over 83,861,000, »the bondholders have 
sunk about $3,000,000 in this d^u. A 
new company, with a capital of »4,0oo,- 
000. is now endeavoring to complete the 
work.

(ien. Leduc, the commissioner sf agri 
ulture, has for tome time l«?en engaged 
in the consideration of imjsjrtant mat- 
ters affecting the sugar interests of tbe 
United States, with particular attention 
to the subject of increased growth of 
that staple in this country. He believes 
that there can be a saving of more than 
sixty millions of dollars a year to this 
country by the production of the sugar 
at home that is now imported from abroad. 
The commissioner is now in I' irjBwpund- 
ence with sugar planters and oHers in 
the south and southwest, and has also 
received information from the growers of 
sugar-beet in support of his intention by 
endeavoring to decide upon some manner 
for largely increased growth of sugar in 
the Cnited S totes. The general agree- 
ment of planters and others is that there 
can be much heavier productions of sugar 
in this country than there is at present, 
and all who have fcommunicated with 
the commissioner on the subject avow 
their earnest anxiety to give him all the 
benefits of their experience on this sub- 
ject, and assist him in his efforts wherever 
they can. 

The police Jury of Point Coupee 
La., has passed a levee ordinance. They 
divide the parish into six levee districts 
corresponding with the police jury wards, 
appoint one superintendent for each, he 
to have the privilege to appoint two 
assistants. All persons liable to road 
service are compelled to work on the 
levee when required, under penalty of 
two dollars a day, or provide an able- 
ied substitute. Persons are forbidden 
ploying directly or indirectly, any 
person who has been notified to work on 
the levee until such work has been per- 
formed under penalty of twenty dollars.

In the indent (ientoo laws of India,

The average value of the Wits and 
shoes produced in 1*45 was 70 cents a 
pair, in 18, r .. r . Ko cent s, in 1«oT. *1.80, and 
in 187. r » ILS0. It is impossible to say 
how far this represents also fluctuations 
in the quality of the goods, but it is 
probable that the cheapening of labor 
and the introduction of machinery have 
together reduced fue price in the last 
decade. The value of the cari,>etiiigs was 
$'2 per yard in 18»'>-'», and less than 73 
cenU per yard in 1876— which showa the 
source of the immense supply of dollar 
carpetings. The great reduction in the 
number of employe" in the clothing busi- 
ness shows to what an extent the sewing- 
machine, the machine-shear and more 



careful graduations of "ready-made" 
having superceded the need of the tailor 
and the needle-woman. Iu this line of 
goods, also, the great public has been 
compensated by the increased cheapness 
of clothing. The average value of the 
cotton cloth manufactured was « centa 
per yard in 1855, 31 cents in 1865, and 
nearly 9 cents in 1875, since which prob- 
ably it has been considerably reduced. 
Metallic works aud paper manufacturing 
show a pretty stable relation l*tween 
tbe value of the pr- duct and the number 
of laborers required. Woolen manufac- 
tures, on the other hand, like cotton, 
show a much greater increase in yards 
than in operatives. The »oolcn product 
was valued at 46 cents per yard in MJJ 
and $1 per yard in 1856. and 44 cents j» 
yard in 1S75.

We were led into this train 4*f thought 
by looking over the farm, recently, of 
Mr. Edmund Reynolds, in Ontario 
i -Mint y. We knew this place forty years 
ago, and for the following twenty years 
were quite familiar with the crops it pro- 
duced, and we saw better wheat, better 
oats, and better grass growing on the 
same land.the other day, than it produced 
from twenty five t*» forty years ago. 
And this is not an exceptional year in 
this respect, but the crops have Wen 
gradually improving during th» last ten 
and t weiu y years. 

The improvement has baeu brought 
about by judicious rotation of crops, by 
plowing under clover, by keeping more 
stock, by deeper and more thorough pul- 
verization of the soil, and, to some ex- 
tent, by drainage. I taring this time the 
improvements have been paid lor in the 
increased productions of the soil. We 
are inclined to believe that naturally 
good sod is inexhaustible under wise 
tillage; that a h .untiful aud economical 
Providence so locked up the elements of 
plaut-food in the soil that man's improvi- 
dence cannot exhaust them entirely. The 
(bod oT plants in the soils is so chemi- 
t sally combined with the other minerals 
of which it is composed that it requires 
time, the gradual action of the forces of 
nature and of art, and the growth of 
p'tints, to dissolve and NO^pc it, and 
t^ios ' ; >d baa so entailed the earth that 
man is unable to spend his rich inher- 
itance, bul is forced to hand it down from 
generation to generation. — liurat H<rmt.

few suggestions and remedies, which 
have l*een recommended and endorsed 
by many of my beat correspondents. 

]>r. W M. t'lark, of Williamson: I 
beg leave to raggeat, as I did to thecom- 
mercial editor oi the American in his 
repirt of the 5th of .lune. I believe hog 
cholera to l>e a variety of diseases, that 
under ignorance of owners is classed 
under one head. Hogs are both carui- 
vcrous and gramnivorous animals, and 
as such, subject to various fatal diseases, 
as is man. It is only by intelligent 
examination that these diseases can be 
classified aud the proper remedies ap- 
plied. I dissected my hogs one year and 
found a certain condition existing, and 
thouch 1 had lost some sixty hogs, the 
remedy I applied at once stopped it. 
The next epidemic, however was entirely 
different, but I easily *topi>ed it after 
post mortem examination. If a man

One-half lablespoonful of turpentine 
in -lop is not too much for a hog. 

William Owen, of Marion: I have 
long thought, and have no oecasion to 
change my mind upon the subject, that 
lice upon hog* are tbe primary cause of 
cholera. I have never known a hog to 
die with the cholera unless it was in- 
fested with lice. Hy applying a mix- 
ture of tar, sulphur and coal oil, or lard, 
upon the hog occasionally, "where the 
lice delight to dwell," and keep them off 
the hog we would not hear of so many 
farmers' fair prospects being blasted. 

W. EL Hill, of Tipton . I have for 
the last ten years given my hogs plenty 
of palt, as I do my other stock, let them 
have free access to water at all time? 
and at least once a month I mop them 
freely with the following mixture: 

Bacon grease, say one pint ; turpen 
tine, tar, one teacupful; sulphur, (pul 
verized) two tablespoon fu Is. . s ince I 
have been using this as a preventive of 
lice and skin diseases, I have lost no 
hogs. 

H. F. Coleman, of Hancock: The 
following remedy has been used with 
great success by the farmers of this 
section: Corncobs, coals powdered and 
mixed with kitchen slop or slop made of 
wheat bran or corn meal. Feed two or 
three times per week. 

John Alley, of i^equatchie : (rive the 
hogs plenty of wood ashes with a little 
copperas once a week, alao aome sulphur; 
pour coal oil on them to kill the lice, or 
rather to keep ihe lice from accumu- 
lating, and I will venture we never have 
cholera. Hogs should not be permitted 
ie about the barn and in the road- 
ways.
